PRONUNCIATION GUIDE 

The letters of the Mountain Arapesh (Bukiyup) alphabet have 
the following approximate pronunciation: 

e as in but 

u as in Australian English father 

ny as in Pidgin English nius but slightly more rapid 

h at the end of words is pronounced with friction 

ch as in English cheese 

All other letters are pronounced approximately as in Melanesian 
Pidgin.
